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Apoſtle Paul, who was once 2 Perſecuter) knowing the terrour of 
the Lord, and the danger of Popifh Apoftacy, 1 per{wade a} men 
to retounce the DoFrine of Devils, and embrace the Chrifian Faith, 
freely offered to us in the Goſpel, And becauſe I would gain 
ground on the meaneft Capacities, and diſcover the nakedneſs of 
the Roman Harlot, in puris, or (rather) nudis naturalibas, I ſhall (for 
the benefit of tho'e who have not money to buy, nor time to read, 
great Controverlics) ſet down in this ſmall Treatrſe, ſome obvious 
ad abominable Errours of the Rowiſh Church, in ſuch capital and 
legible Chargers, thatthey who run may read MYSTERY 
BABYLON, &c. on the face of that impudent Harlot ; and 
(unleſs they ſhut their Eyes, Ears, and all their Senſes, the Gates 
of their underſtanding) be ready to cry out, Mer and Brethren, 
what ſhall we do to be ſaved ? | | 
he firſt blow that I intend to ſtrike, is at the Pope's Supremacy 
and Ifallibility, the two great Pillars whereon the Church of Rome 
(or rather Fabrick of Antichriſt) leancth. The firſt, God hath as 
evidently prohibited, ark 19. 42. as: he hath Murder and Adul- 
tery in the fixth and ſeventh Commandments; and ſince Papiſts 
unanimoufly acknowledge that all the Apoſtles received rhe gift of 
rhe Holy Ghoſt, and Peter only the Keys, the Orders and Bagge of his 
Supremacy, before they prove his Superiority and Dignity above 
the reſt of the Apoſtles, they muft prove that thoſe Keys were a 
thing better and more precious than the reſt received ; yea, than 
the Holy Ghoſt, or God himſelf, which none but Aztichriſt and his 
Members Yare.to affirm. Peter, indeed, being a forward Man, 
Self. confident and Audacious, firſt anſwered our Saviour's Queſtion, 
Aatth. 16.16. and our Saviour (very gently) continued his diſcourſe 
to him, not excluding the reſt : But were I to give the Supre- 
macy to any Apoſtle, 1 would rather give it to Fames the Lords 
Brother, or. to Paul or Barnab.z, to whom Peter himſelf gave the 
right hand of fellowſhip, Gal. 2. 9, or to Fobn, who could be more 
mtimate with Jeſus than any of the reſt,as is clear from F+h. 13.23. 
and was termed the Diſciple whom Teſus loved, Fob. 21.20. Yet 
what Fool will from thence conclude, that he hated all the reſt ? 
though the PapiFs fooliſhly affirm, that becauſe Chriſt gave the 
Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven to Peter, he gave them to none elſe : 
- He waspleafed'to wheedle over thereſt with ſmaller enduements, 
priviledges, and preheminence ; though they received both the 
Kiather and rhe Son. "Thus did Peter (according to the Canon nl = 
| Churc 


and calling,it the Mark and Badge of - Anti-chri 
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Church of Rome) receive a more noble Gift, and was inſpired with 
a greater Spirit than God himſelf ; though our Saviour faith, 
Foh. 10.29. My Father is greater than all. Yet, for all theſe Keys 
were ſo precious, that bloody Sodomite, Pope Fulixs the Second, 
threw them in the River Tiber, as he was marching before his 
Army, the number whereof was as the ſand of the Sea : Whence 
Bibl;ander doth conclude, that Pope Fulizs did refign all his, pre- 
tended Right and Power, of ſhutting, and opening Heawen and Hell, 
to the River Tber, or ths Fiſhes or other Creatures therein. For 


caſting away the Keys, the Teſtimony of his Authority, he did 
- deprive and ſpoil himſelf, and all his Succeſlors, of Peter's Inhe-

'- The firſt proof I ſhall bring is-a fkort Hiſtory, - taken out of the - 
beſt Popiſh Writers, which is this ; Formoſus: the firft Reigned fix . 
Years, - and died anno. 896. after he had made many Decretals, 
Acts and Church-Canons, which Steven the 6th ſpitefully annulled 
and cancelled, as wicked and abominable, becauſe he had prevent- . 
ed.him in the Popedom;- and would-not allow_him Concubines to- 
his mind : Yea (to revenge his. undeſerved. quarrel againſt him) -. 
ſummoning a Council', he cauſed his dead rotten Carcaſs to be 
digg'd out of the Grave, and deckt with Gorgeous Pentificals, and. 
pulling off all again, to be array'd in Lay-mens habit. Thus the 
dead. Body-being degraded and devefted of all Ecclefiaſtick Digni- 
ty, like-1a fyperſtitious Fool, he ;cut off the two Fingers of his 
right hand (wherewith-he-ug'd: to hold the Sacrament) and threw 
them in the River Tyber, and afterwards. commanded his Body to 
be buried, among Lay-men. But Romanus the firſt, ſucceeding Ste 
wen, allowed and confirmed thea4F#s and Decrees of Formoſeus, a- 
nulling and condemning the Canons, Acts andMNecretals of Stewen,. 
as wicked and abominable. Then after. the Death of Romanys, Pope 
Febn,the tenth being a Favourite of. Form{us, made a General Col-. 
lection of all the Writs and Procetles. againſt. the dead, Boty of. 
Formoſus, and condemned the Pcpe Steven his Council, and a)l their, 
Writings.. Till: Sergizs the third; (who had before, . by the Roman 
Clergy,been <lectedPope with. Formo/z,but ſuppreſſed by Faftion) 
digg'd up the dead. rotten Body. of Zpr-z9/4s the lecond. time ;avHicti 
had been in the Grave about. ten; Years, ſet/it in St. Peter's Chair, 
drew it thence by the Heels to a. block, and ſtrook off .its head: : - 
And chopping off the three fingers, which Sreven had Jeſt, he cau- 
ſed the rotten, ſtinking Malacred. Body to be thrawo into the River 
Tyber : And. laſtly, detaced;anulled and- canderrncdMIl his atts and-: 
Lecrees,. which .before had been; allowed, . denyed, confirmed and - 
. condemned by ſeveral thwarting . and contradicting Popes. Tilt - 
m.the Reign of Pope Anaftatins the third, about the ycar 913. 
ſome Fiſhermen. found the Body of : Ferins{us in the River. Tyber %., 
: | with,

which was by his Holineſs buryed ſumptuouſly ; the very Images 
(if you can believe the famous Popiſh Writers) welcoming, nod- 
ding and faluting the dead Body when it was brought into the 
Church. Now of neceſſity ſome of theſe contradicting Popes were 
erroneous in their Judgments ; yea, both faulty and Heretical, and 


did fall in their Faith, and ſacrifice their Conſcience to their. 


ſpleen : For, contradicting one another, they could not. all be in 
the right, nor affirm that whicn was true and Orthodox, For it 
is an undeniable maxim, that Duo contradiftoria nequinmt eſſe [mul we- 
12. But, whatever was their Faith, I am ſure their: Charity was 
thred-bare, and their Holmeſſes deſtitute of all mercy, viadiftive- 
ly puriuing their holy Father beyond the Gates of Death, an{/-re- 
vengiag' their quarrel in the very Grave. Neither was this all, tor 
it is obſerved by Popiſh Writers, and all others ſince, that after 
the Death of Formoſus, the Popes of Rome poiſon'd and diſpatch'd 
one another fo faſt,that there were eleven Popes within nine years 
tpace. a bj 

q The next proof of the Pope's Fallibility in Faith, is}' that 9b the- 
234 was proved an Heretick 'in the Council of Conſt##ee,® by theſe 
words ; Pope John ſaid, and ſtubbornly believed, that the Soul of Man 
dyeth together with the Body, and is conſumed to nothing, like the Souls 


of Bruit Beaſts. And becauſe Thomas Walleis, an Engliſh-man, was 


Impriſoned by the Pope for reproving his Hereſie , the King of 
France furmmoned a Council into his Palace, in Yiciana Sylus, where 
the whole Afſembly ſubſcribed againſt'the Popes Hereſte :- And the 
King wrote to' Foby to reform it, and ſet the Priſoner at liberty. 
The laſt he did to prevent threatning dangers ; but of his Hereſie, 
he never would purge himſelf. | 

My third proof ſhall be from Pope Gregory the VIE: This man 
was an Adulterer, a. great Sorcerer and Necromancer ; and (as 
Beno the- Cardinal writeth) when he was in his merry Fits, would 


. Caſt off his Sleeves, and skip and dance like a Bear, in form of ſpar- 
'kles and flames of fire : With which, and many ſuch Miracles (or 


rather lying Wonders) he deceived and perſwaded ignorant peo- 
le, to wank, = he was « Lamp of pure Holineſs, As alſo, he 
ept a Brazen-Head in his. Cloſet, wherein dwelt a Spirit, where- 


with (in any danger) he conſulted, to know the reſult of: his un- 


dertakings. But on acertain time (as he was preparing to War 
againit the Emperour) his Domeſtick God gave him ſuch an am- 
biguous Anſwer, that he could make no ſenſe of it : therefore took 

| ; be 
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the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper (his ſuppoſed Deity) and ſetting 
it on a Table, Conjur'd it with the fame Words that he had his 
Brazen-Head, a little before ; but the Sacrament giving him no An- 
ſwer, His Holineſs, in a great paſſion, threw it in the fire, with 
theſeWords, There's a God indeed : Could the Idol-Gods of the Hea- 
thens give them Anſwer in their Succeſs, and canſt thou give me none? 
The Cardinals then preſent, were much difpleaſed that Hildebrand 
ſhould have kurn'd the God which they had made to be eaten : 
Therefore Fohn Biſhopof Portua (of the Popes Privy Council) made 
his Apology in a Sermon in St. Peter's Church, the next Lord's Day, 
thus : What meaned HILDE BRAND and We to do theſe things, for 
which We. all deſerve to be burned alive ? From whence I infer, that 
Pope Gregory was an Heretick, and did not believe the real Preſence, 
and that the Sacrament was a True God. Yet this Gregory, alias 
Hildebrand, or Hell-brand (as ſome term him) for all he Poyſon'd 
ſeven Popes, to make way for himſelf to the Popedom, dyed at 
Salerne in great Miſery, Anno 1086. 

My fourth proof is by conſequence, 'from, the Words of Pope 
Gelaſixs, Concerning the Sacrament of the Lords Supper ; who, 


.againſt the Eutychians, ſpeaketh thus : Biblicth. patr. Tom. 4. Surely 


the Sacraments which we receive, of the Body and Blood of our Lord, 
are a Divine thing, ſo that by them e are made partakeys of a Divine 
Natiire, andyet it ceaſetb not to be the Subſtance or Nature of Bread and 
Wine, and certainly, the Image and Reſemblance of Chriſt”s Body and Bloed 
are Celebrated in the Attion of the Myſtery, Whence it will undoubt- 
edly follow, that he was a Hererick, according to the Canon of the 


. ſecond Council of Lateray, which confirmed the Dectrine of Tran- 


ſubſtantiation, or elſe that all the Popes ſince have been Hereticks, 
who have maintained Chriſts real preſence, in the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper. | | 
My fifth and laft proof ſhall be of Pope Leo the X. who (when 
Cardinal Bembzs moved a Queſtion out of the Gofpel) very con- 
temptuouſly Anſwered, Al} Ages can teſtify enough, how profitable 
that Fable of Chriſt hath been to us, and our Company. Who then 
dare be ſo impudent to afhrm him Infallible in Faith, who denyeth 
the very foundation thereof, and him by whom only Salvation can 
be obtained ? Be aſtoniſhed, O ye Heavens at this, and be horribly 
afraid, &rc. Fer. 2. 12. * | | 
Now if this be the Fountain of the Rowiſh Faith, and the Creed 
of bis unſpotted Holineſs, what mud and dirc is in Babel's freams ? 
B What 
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What Atheiſm and [nfidelity muſt there be among the Crew of. 
the Romiſh Clergy ? And Rabble of Brutith Prieſts, Monks and 
Friers ? Ef petri Sedes (faith Bellarm. in prefat. ante lib, de Pontif. 
Rom.) Lpis probate, angularis, pretioſms, in fundamento fſwndatus. 
Ste Peter's Chair is an approved Corner Stone, preciors, and laid inthe 
foundation. And again {/ib.2.de pont.Rom.cap.31.) The Pope of * Rome 
is the foundation of the Church. And Stapleton (Relef. princip. Dottr. 
in pref.) Alii nunc a Chriſto evrumve Dottrina, predicatio, determina- 
tio fundamenti apud me locum habebunt. "That is others (now beſide 
Chriſt) and their Dofrine, Preaching, and Determination, ſhall be efteerwed 
of me as a Foundation. Ihe Begging Friers in the time of William 
de (an. amore (as the Dottors of Paris in lib. de peric. noviſ. temp. 
relate) collefted all ticir. Dreams, Fancies, and vain "Traditions, 
into one Volume, calling it the Eternal Goſpel, and Preach'd 7 he 
Goſpel of Chriſt ſhall ceaſe, and our Eternal Goſpel ſhall be Preach'd and 
receiv'd to the end of the World. The Pope with great reluctancy, 
did at laſt condemn this blaſphemous Book of Abominations, ar d 
Iying Wonders, at the carneſt Requeſt of the Do@ors of Pars, 
againſt whom 4is Holineſs conceived fuch implacable hatred, that 


he could never after be reconciled to them, and favoured the Fri- 


ars ſo much, that he both preferrd them, and enlarg'd their 
Priviledges. 

Now if any of the Romiſh Clergy perſwade a Lay-man to be- 
heve as the Church believeth, he muſt tell him what is the Church, 
For if he believe what the Church of Rowe preach'd formerly, 
then he muſt not believe the Doctrine of Popery now. Yea, if he 
believe Pope Gelaſizs (whom ] have Quoted) he muſt not believe 
the preſent Church of Rome ; or elſe if he will believe the Doctrine 
of Rome now, he muſt acknowledge that Pope Gelaſizs was a 
curſed Heretick, which will overturn the Doftrine of the Popes 
Infallillitity,, which hangeth betwixt a Poſſibility and an Impoſjtbility. 

Now to prove the Þope Fallible, in reſpect of evil Works, Sin 
and Wickedneſs, his godleſs and brutiſh life is cnough to declare 
him both a Beaſt and an Atheiſt. And 1 really believe, ' that as 
ſoon as ever he fitteth down in the old rotten Stool, which they 
call St. Peter's Chair (as from an old enchanted Oracle) he is poi- 
felled with the ſpirit of Deluſion and Errour; which driveth him 
headlong to all Abominations and Uncleanneſs. And, as an evil 
ſpirit from God, troubled Sau]; fo ſuifereth he the wicked one to take 
poſſeſſion of this Prince of Pride, that they who fallow and wan- 
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der after him, and term him His Holineſs, may be inexcufable in the 
day of their accounts; in reputing him a Terreſtia/God, whom they 
ſee an Infernal Devil, And tor further ſatisfaction, I ſhall here in- 
ſert ſome Popilh Pranks, and Wicked Villanies, committed by the 
Popes of Rome; which the Reader may judge, whether or. not they 
can conſiit with Pfallivi/ity and unſpotted Holineſs. 

Poye (or rather Popeſs) Foan was a Fornicatrix, and died in La- 
bour, bringing forth a Baſtard. 

Pope Fohn Xl. lay with his own Sifters, forced his Fathers 
Concubines, played at Dice, drank the Devils good Health, prav'd 
to him for good lack, and put out the Eyes of Benedict his Ghoſtly 
Father. | 

Gregory VII. cauſed a fellow to put great ſtones, right over the 
place where the Emperour Hezry uted to pray,” in St. Marys 
Church, to knock him on the Head, by an ingenious contrivance ; 
winilit he was at his Devotion, he Curſed, and Excommunicated 
him, without occaſion, and took his Crown from him, without 
any nuft cauſe, 

Pajchal 11. ſtirred up Henry the V. to Rebel againſt his good Ol 
Father, who at laſt (by his aſliſtance) beat him from the Empire, 
and brought him to beg his Bread ; ſo that he lived and died mi- 
ſerable, and was cauſed to lye rotting above ground, without 
burying, five years, at the Pope's ſpecial command, | 

. Innocent IV, called Henry 11. King of Englazd his Vaſlal, Slave 
and Page, whom he could imprifon, and. put to open ſhame, at his 
pleaſure. | | | 

Hadrian IV, fell out with the Emperour of Germany, for holding 
his wrong Stirrup. 

Innocent Ill. took from John, King of Erxgland, both his Crown 
and Kingdom, and gave it to Lewis, the French Kings Son, with- 
out any juſt cauſe, | 

Celeftine III. Crowned the Emperour and Empreſs of Germany 
with his Feet, and (throwing oft the Crowns again with his Toe) 
ſaid, 7 have power both to make and unmake Kings and Emperours. 

- Nicolas Ill, begot a Baſtard Son, that had Claws and Hair like a 
Rear. 

Boniface V1II. becauſe Philip King of France would not ſuifer the 
Revenues of his Kingdom to be tranſported to Foreign Countries, 
Curſed both him and his, to the fourth Generation.- He likewiſe 
gave Authority to Eccleſiaftick Perſons in England, to deliver the 

| B'2 people 
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people to Satan twice a year. This man came by the Popedom 
after a moſt devilith and treacherous manner ; for finding his 
Maſter, Pope Celeſtime the Fifth, a ſimple doting Man, he hired 
one of his Bed-chamber to make a Ghoſtly noiſe, in a long Reed, 
through a hole waich he had cauſed to be made privately, in the 
Wall ofhis Holineſs's Chamber, crying, CELESTINE, CELESTINE, 
give over thy Charge, for it is above thy ſtrength and ability. The 
Old Man (thinking the Infernal noiſe had been the Voice of an 
Angel, ſent from Heaven) in ſpite of all oppoſers, gave over the 
Popedom on St. Lyke's Eve, and went to a Deſart to lead an Ere- 
mit's life, (as Maſſes writeth.) But the Impoſtor Boniface (who had 
thus cheated the ſimple man, and gotten to be his Succeflor, fear- 
ing that the people would follow him as Pope) apprehended Old 
Celeſtine, and put him in cloſe Priſon, where he lay till the day of 
his Death : But an yo himſeli, did not eſcape the juſt Judgment 
of God, for he dyed in a*miſerable condition, with a guilty Con- 
ſcience. This is he, of whom it was ſaid, He emter'd like a FOX, 
be reigned like a. LYON, and dyed like a DOG. 

* Clement the V. cauſed his Hang-man to take Francs Dandalus, a 
Venetian Duke, and bind him with Chains, and throw him at his 
Feet under his Table,where (for very hunger)he gnaw'd bones like 
a Dog. 

- VI. cauſed to Poyſon the Emperour *- Lewis, with- 
out any cauſe but Pride, Covetouſneſs, and deſire of Superiority. 

Urban VI. drowned ſeven Cardinals, becauſe he ſuſpetted that 
they had conſpired againſt him with Charles King of Naples, and 
Clement his Competitor, an Antipope. This Urban {whom ſome 
termed Turban, for his wicked and troubleſome life) as he was in. 
haſte riding from Naples, with his Spiritual Court of Rogues, and 
Sodomites, Cauſed one of his Cut-throats to kill the Biſhop of Aguilo 
his Priſoner, leaving his dead mangled body on the way ; becauſe 
(after his racking and tormenting) he could not ride ſo faſt as His 
Holineſs. 

Pope Sixtzs IV. gave liberty to ſeveral Families of the Clergy, 
to detile their bodies with all manner of filthineſs and brutiſh un- 
cleanneſs, for the three hot months, Funz, Fuly, and Augy/F, 

Innocent VIII. begat ſixteen Children, on ſixteen {ſeveral Women, 
and was ſo brutiſh every way, that after his Death. this Zpiaph 
was made upan him : | 


Ofto 
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Oo Nocens pueros genuit, totidemq; puellas, 
Hune merito poterit dicere Roma patrem. 
Spuricies, Gula, avaritia atq; ignavia, Deſes, 
Hoc, ott ave jacent, quo tegeris tumulo. 

Benedict the XII, bought with a large ſumm of money, the Siſter 
a —_ Petrarch, a very beautiful Woman, to fatisfe his Carnal 

eſre. 

Alexander the VI. lay with his own Daughter, . on whom after her 
death this Epitaph was made : 

Hic jacet in tumulo, Lucretia nomine ; ſed re 
Thas ; Alexandri filia, bak NUYAs 

Paut III. in diſguiſe, lay with a young Gentlewoman, under pre- 
tence of Woving her, by whom he had a Son called Peter Aloyſars, 
the expreſs Image of ſuch a Father : For being General of his 
Father's Army, he cauſed his Souldiers violently to hold the Godly 
Old Biſhop of Fare, till he in ſpite of the poor Old Man's heart, 
committed that abomination with him, that is neither proper to- 
be Written, nor ſpoken of; the Biſhop afterwards dying for: 
very grief. 'T his Pope Paul had a Daughter named Conſtantia, 
whoſe HusFand he poiſon'd, to enjoy her perſon with greater con- 
venience, and with her, ' to wallow in uncleanneſs. With whom. 
alſo, her Brother Peter Aloyſius, in imitation of his Father, made 
bold to commit Inceſt. "This Pope allo kept a Liſt of 45 00 Har- 
lots about Rowe, which paid him a monthly "Tribute for Liberty 
of Whoring. : 

Theſe are Demonſtrations of the Pope's Fallibility, and the fruits: 
of his manifeſt Wickedneſs. Theſe are the doings of the Son of Per- 
dition, and. the wicked Works of the Romiſh Mar of Sim, whictt 
(to number up all, or as many of them as have been publithed in: 
Popiſh Hiſtorians) would make a book larger than twenty Church: 
Bibles : But ex angue Leonem, We may know by this little ' what 
the whole Volume would be, and what metal the Myfery of Inz- 
guity is made of. Are theſe the Works of him that hath the Spirit 
of God, or the ©pirit of Anti-chriſt ? Tell me ingenuouſly Reader, 
how you rfliſh this drop of the Cup of Romiſh Abominations, and 
if you ca; digeſt a whole Draught of it, without Poyfoning your 
Conſcience ? Doth it ſurfeit your Soul to a future forbearance, and; 
force you to cry out, O Man of Ged, Death is in 4he Cup? | 

The ſecond thing that 1 object, againſt the Church of Rome, is: 


the keeping the Lajty from reading the Holy Scriptures: It is life: 
| eternal. 
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eternal to know God, Foh. 17. 3. but how to know the God of 
Truth withont the knowledge of the Scriptures of Truth, I never 
could vet find out, they being the right way, and appointed guide, 
to lead us unto Chriſt himſelf, Our Saviour ſaith, Fob.y.239. Search 
the Scriptures, Andit was the commendation of the Noble Bereazs, 
AF. 17. 11. that they tried the truth of Paul's Doctrine, by the 
Touch-ſtone and Scriptures of Truth : For the Spirits of the Pro- 
pbets are ſubje& to the Prophets, All the Apoſtles wrote to the Saints 
in general, and Pay! delired the Colofſians to read his Epiſtle pub- 
lickly, in the Churches, and charged the Theſſalonians, by the Lord, 
torcad his Epiſtle unto all the holy brethren. Now ſhall 1 conclude 
that there are no Saints but great ones, and learned Doctors : No 
Church or Congregation but what conliſteth of Learned Rabbies 


and Clergy-men : No Brethren but Biſhops, Abbots, Prieſts, Monks 


and Friers, &-c: God forbid! For as Auguifine ſaith, Conf. lib. 3. 
cap. 8. Men unlearned earneſtly contend for Heavin, whilſt learned Men, 
without underFfanding, wallow in fleſh and blood, And although Paul 
wrote many things hard to be underſtood, which the unl:arned and un- 
ſtable wre#F, yet did not Peter (who giveth an Item of it, in his ſe- 
cond Epiſtle, 3. 16.) defire his Writings to be. taken from them. 
Meat and Drink muſt not be rejected, becanſe of Drunkards and 
Gluttons. Better ſome men be Debaucl'd, than all the World 
Starv'd. Better there be a poſlibility of lome's wreſting the Scrip- 
ture, than that all the World ſhould lye in Ignorance, Since He- 
reſies muſt be, that they who are approved may be made manifeſt, as 
good they be, by this means as other ways. Yet Chryſoſtom faith, 
Scripturarum ignoratio hereſes peperit, And again, Barathrum eff Scrip- 
turarum ignoratto, \Whence 1 may rationally infer, that the Pope 
of Rome thutteth the Kingdom of Heaven againſt men, and fend- 
eth all the Rabble of vulgar Papiſts (who dare not read nor know 
the Scriptures) in a broad way to Hell. 

Certainly it is the juſt condemnation of the World” tiat men love 
to walk in Darkneſs, when they may walk 1n Light. And although 
the Scriptures be but a Riddle and Scaled Book to the Wicked, yet 
are the ſecrets of the Lord with thoſe that fear him. They are a 
San, which ſhow themſelves with their own Rays, if within our 
Horizon, giving light to the humble, dazling the curious eye, - and 
ſtriking the ambitious ſpirits blind: A River, wherein an Elephant 
may {wim, and an Infect wade and drink : A Feaft, atfording Milk 
tor Babes; and ſtrong Meat for Men of underſtanding : They are 

an 
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an inexhauſtible Treaſure, to which God hath promiſcd his imme- 
diate and continual preſence, Tah. 59.21, Tre everlaſting Goſpel is 
convey'd with an Ange), Rev.14.6. T his.is that Light and Sun which 
the Man of Sin hath put unler the Buſhel of prohibition'z and (as 
it is Prophetied, Rewv.16.10.) made the Kingdom of the Beaſt full of 
darkneſs. 

Now it 1s the earneſt deſire of my Soul, that the Church of 
Rome grant to all her Children the priviledge of reading the Holy 
Scriptures, and ſhew her ſelf the true Mother, by feeding, andnot 
the Step- Mother, by ſtarving her Children ; left her Flock go aſtray, 
and periſh in Ignorance, and their blood be required at the Clergy = 
men's hands : For if ihe Goſpel be hid, it is bil ro them that are liſt, 
2 Cor. 4. 3: 

My third ObjeCtion ſhall be againſt the Doftrine of Venial Sins ; 
for though ſome fins be more heinous in the fight of God than 
others, yet isno fin {mall or venial. "I'he Law of God is a fiery Law, 
every ſpark burneth. The 2wages of Sin (Without exception) zs Death. 
God's Wrath and Curſe hangeth over the head of every ſin,Gal.3.10, 
But fince all conclude, that every fin, by Nature, 1s evil, /et ws 
abſtain from all filthineſs both of the fleſh and of the Spirit. 

My fourth Objection ſhail be againit the Doctrine of Purgatory, 
which Papiſts term 4 Place, or Pir of fire, Ordained by God, fur purg- 
ing the Sculs of Men after Death, from Venial Sms. ut this l5octrine 
nititur fatto ſuppoſito ; for it there be no Venzal Sins, then is there no 
Purgatory. But (in few words) there can be no unlanttify'd Saints, 
God doth not pardon by halts ; he forgiveth all thine Iniquities, he. 
bealeth all thy Diſeaſes, Pſal. 103.3. The blood of Chriſt cleanſeth us 
from all ſim, It were a ridiculous piece of Nonſenſe, for a King to 
pardon a Malefactor of his Murder, and yet cautt him to be 
wiippd at the Cart for his provoking Language. ©Qod doth not 
forgive great heinous Sins, and retain ſmall ones ; He rancto away 
(as faith the Prophet) all cur iniquities, bealeth a! our back- ſſiamgs, 
lorgiveth us freely, loveth us freely, maketh us pure and clean, 
whiter than the Snow, and preferveth us ſpotleſs, till we appear 
before him. They that continue in ſin, in expectation of a Prir- 
gatory, may be miſtaken, and fall in the lake which barneth with fire 
and brimſtone ; which is the ſecond Death, Rev.21.8. 

My fifth Objection ſhall be againit the Popilh Lbs Tfant une, 
an imaginary place, where the Roman Clergy bar up all unbap- 
ized Infants, <ternally, from the pretence of God, "This is an. 


ales 
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uncharitable Opinion, and cannot conſiſt with the goodneſs, mer- 
cy, wiſdom, and fore-knowledge of God, who hath found out 
and ordained a ſufficient Remedy for Iofſt man, which under ſome 
circumſtances cannot be adminittred ; for, fruſtranea eſt ills poten- 
7:2 que nequit reduci in atFum. Now, [ hope, the Papiits will not de- 
ny that ſome Children are ſanCctify'd in the Mothers Womb, Ter.1.5. 
and if ſuch a Child ſhould dye without Baptiſm, who dareth to 

. affirm that he is ſeparated from the preſence of that God, who hath 
promiſed to be both the God of the faithful and of their ſeed ? 

My ſixth ObjeCtion ſhall be againſt Popiſh. Baptiſm : For, what 
a brutiſh thing is it to adulterate the Water and Element of this 
Holy Sacrament with Oyl, Salt and Spittle. Is fenſual man wiſer 
than the Omnipotent God ? If he Work, who can lett? And who 
can ſay unto the King of Kings, what doſt thou ? Every thing ought 
to be done in decency and .order, but this naſty aad brutiſh trick 
is the ſhame of Sacraments, the bluſh of Babylon, the impudence of 
Popery, and the abſurdity ofabominations. Will it not fatisfieyou 
to eat up the good Paſtures, but (with the [dol-ſhepherds in old) to 
tread down the reſidue with your feet. Will it not fatisfie you to eat 

God's Body, Cancel the Scriptures, and debar the people from the 
Word of God, but muſt you alfo ſpit on his Sacrament, Homolo- 
gating the deeds of  Fudas and Pilate, and of thoſe Wicked Fews 
who ſcrved him ſo when they Crucify'd him ? Will it not fatisfie 
you to drink all the Wine at his Supper, unleſs you ſpit in this 
Element of Water, becauſe it doth not anſwer your drunken Appe- 
tites?O wretched Hypocrites! How can ye eſcape the Damnation of Hell. 

And what a ridiculous wicked thing is it to Baptize Bells, 

Churches, and other Eccleſiaſtical Neceflaries, in the Name of 
Chriſt : Whether is it, to mock or ſpite the Chriſtian Religion ? 
Did he ever Dye for Metal, Stones, and Wood ? Were 
theſe the poſterity of Adam ? Have Stocks and Stones, Wood and 
Metal, Immortal Souls ? And has Chriſt commanded ſome Stones 
(ſuch as are inChurch-Walls) and ſuchMetal as is moulded in Bells, 
and ſuch Wood as is converted to Rods, and wherewith we Roof 
Churches, to be Baptized, and not every Pot and Pan, Stick and 

; Stone, we meet with ? It they have right to the Sacraments, why 

not to the Word ? And why do you not Preach to them ? Why 

do you not Adminiſter to them the Lord's Supper, fince he can cat 
and drink with the Prieſi's mouth as well as other Lajcks ? 

My {eventh Objection ſhall be againſt the Popith Eucharift, wherein 
they

they pretend both to make and eat God, as is affirmed by Inn- 
cencizs, in his Myſteries of the Maſs, 1b, 4. cap. 19. Panis in Criftur 
tranſubſtantiatur & ita in Creatorem ; (ic ergo Creatura quotidie.fit Crea- 
tor. And Bonner, 1n praiſe of the Prieſthood, faith, The Prieſts are * 
Creators of their Maker. Truly it is moſt certain, that at the Cele- 
bration of this Holy Sacrament, Chriſt in a Myſtery is\more parti- 
cularly preſent, than at other times : But to ſay that Chriſt, at his 
laſt Supper, did eat up all and whole Chriſt ; and that the cat- 
er and the caten were the ſame ; and that the Apoſtles were Cani- 
bals, and did eat Chriſt alive; when he was dead in his Grave ; 
and that the B. Virgin did cruelly tear in pieces, and eat up her own 
Son, every bit and crum ; and that God in Chriſt (who made Men 
Rational, and is the Author of Order and not Confuſion} did con- 
found the World both in Senſe and Reaſon ; and that in this Sacra- 
ment there is Form without Subſtance, and Subſtance without Form, 
and yet no Forma Subſtantials ; and that Chrift*s Body is in Heaven, 
Earth, France, Spain, Italy, and all the World over at once ; with- 
out Bilocation or Ubiquity: Or, (in few Words) to affirm that a 
Wicked Debauch'd Prieit, can make that which was never urmade, 
viz, The Eternal ever-living holy God, and then eat up the inviſi- 
ble Deity ; is ſuch a piece of ridiculous, impudent, abſurd, brazen- 
facd, blaſphemous, ſelf-contradifting Nonſenſe, as driveth the 
Turks, Pagans, and Heathens, to aſtoniſhment ; ſtaineth Chriſtia- 


.nity, and confirmeth all ungodly Wretches in Atheiſm and Idolatry, 


and ought not to be named among Chriſtians. For as 21l. lib. 4. 
contra. Eutych. (ſpeaking of Chriſts Body) faith, F/hen it was on Earth, 


, - ſurely it was not in Heaven : And now becauſe it is in Heaven, certainly 


it is not on earth. | 

My eighth Objection ſhall be againſt 'the Church of Rome's depri- 
ving her Laity of the Communion-Cup : For if our Saviour” was fo 
liberal of his Body and Blood, as to give both to unlearned Fiſher- 
men, yea to Fudazs, (whom he knew to be both a Thief and a 
Traytor) I think the Romiſh Clergy may do the ſame to the vulgar, 
after Confeſſion, without fear of the falling of drops of blood, or 
mammocks of fleſh ; for it was no leſs diſparagement to Chrift's 
Body and Blood, to be in the Self-murdering Son of Perdition's Belly, 
than to lye in a Church floor. be 

My ninth ObjeCtion ſhall be againſt the Doftrine of Popiſh Merit; 
For if Man, in bis beft eſtate, be but Vanity, all his righteouſneſs and 


beſt performances but filthy rags, and the beſt of men but »- 
|S profitable

profirable Servants: What can fooliſh men merit at the hand of God ? 
Or what reward can he expect for his empty performances ? Yet 


. are the deluded Papiſts ſo ſimple, as to affirm that many of their 


ſuppoſed Saints did live fo holily, that they left in bank a ſuperplus ſtock 
of good Works, more than merited- Heaven to them{elves, and 
Wicked Kinſmen, wiich now hzs Holinzſs of Rome hath laid up in 
bank as Spiritual Revenues, to be fold to ungodly rich finners for 
ready Money, to buy their Salvation, and redeem their deceas'd 
Friends out of Purgatory. But this principle is fo evidently abomi- 
nable, that there is no need to refute it to a Rational Man ; for there 
can be no greater abſurdity thrown at it, than its own impudence 
and filthineſs. For if Chriſt's Merits be inanite, and his Raiment 
(which he profſfereth freely)be white as ſnow, what neceſſity is there 
to /ay out our money for that which doth not profit, and buy filthy rags 
which cannot cover our nakedneſs ? 

My tenth Objection thall be againſt the Adsration of Images. For 
notwithſtanding that the changing the Glory of the Incorruptivle God, in- 
to an Image made like to corruptible Man, and to Birds and Four-footed 
Beaſts, and creeping things, was the abomination of the Gentiles, whom 
(being vain in their Imaginations) God gave up to vile aftections ; 
yet are not Papiſts aſhamed to build the Sepulchers of their Fathers, 
painting the Immortal Deity, in ſimilitudes of their own Invention. 
O Fools ! Doth not God j/! Heaven and Earth ? Are pot all Nations, 
before him, Jeſs than Nothing and Vanity ? To whom then will ye liken 
hin ? Or, IWho ſhall be bis equal? It would bereputed a ſpiteful piece 
of Miſd<meanour, if not High Treaſon, in any Subject to take the 
Picture of a Hog, Dog, or Bear, and fet it up in his Chamber, and 
call it the Picture of his King. Yet there is greater /diſparity be- 
twizt God and the beſt of Creatures, than betwixt a King and a 
Bear. And what an impudent deluded thing is it in them, to pra 
to the Images of ſuppoſed Saints, Statues, Stocks and Stones, Gods 


of their own making, and not acknowledge themſelves Idolaters :- 


For (lay they) We Worſhip not- the Image or Statue, but its Repreſenta- 
ze. But, Odejiuded Wretches ! What Fool will conclude that 
the Iſraelites, when they Worſhipped their Molten Calf, did believe 
that it was their real God, (which had fmitten e-Egypr with Plagues, 
and divided the Red Sea before them) but only his Kepreſentative ? 
Yet, for their Idolatry, how many thouſands fell in one day ? Nei- 
ther 1s-it leſs ſin, to pray to Angels and Saints, than to Idols of 
Stone, Wood and Clay ; for.if there be but one Omnipotent, Om- 

3h nipreſent 
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nipreſent God, who is only able and willing, at all times, to hear 
and help us. How dare you ſlight him,(who iaviteth us freely,) to 
embrace thoſe, who are neither able to hear nor help? For Pa- 
piſts cannot deny that they pray, Holy Michael, defend us in Battel, 
that we perijh not in the fearful Fudgment. And to the Bleſſed Virgin, 
O Glorious Saint, in whom 1 put my truſt, the Mother of Grace ; 'I he 
Port of Salvation, my Confidence, my Refuge, and my only bope, &6. 
And to another, thus: Let me obtain Heaven by the Blood of St." homas 
Becket ; as if the blood of a Traytor were more efficacious and 
propitiatory, before God, than the blood of Chriſt. Moreover, 
what an abominable thing is it to pray to St. Nicholas, to protect 
Mariners, St. Luke Painters, 'St. Criſpin Shooe-makets, St. Gal Geeſe, 
and Antony Pigs, &c. as if God, whoſe Providence reacheth the 
Sparrows, were not theConfidence of all the ends of the Earth, and 
of thoſe who are afar off, upon the Seas. Moreover, it is ridicu- 
lous to pray to that which can neither hear nor help, and ſay, O Ho- 
Iy Croſs help me. And again, ange piis juſtitiam, reiſq; donwa Teriam, 
Increaſe Righteouſneſs in the Godly, and grant Pardon to Sinners. 
And to an old rag to ſay, O Santte Sudari ! Ora pro nobs, O Holy 
Napkin pray for us. 'Theie are the Works of Deluſion, yea, the. 
Myſtery of the Men of Sin, which I earneſtly defire and requeſt all 
Papiſts to forſake, and pray only to God in Chriſt, the only MC. 
diator and Advocate betwixt God and Man, as Ferom in an 
Epiſtle to Riparizs Writeth ; Chriſtians, neither adore nor Worſhip Mar- 
tyrs, nor Sun, nor Moon, nor Angels, left they ſhould therein rather ſerve 
Creatures than the Creator, | 

My eleventh ObjeCtion, againſt Papiſts, ſhall be their praying in 
an unknown Tongue ; for as Paul ſaith, 1 Cor. 14.9. Except ye utter by 
the tongue, words eaſe to be underſtood, bow ſhall it be knogun-what is 
ſpoken, for ye ſhall ſpeak unto the Air ? Yea, in this ſame Chapter, ver. 
23. he compareth thoſe who are guilty of this foolery, to Barbarians 
and Mad-men ; and telleth, that tongues are for a ſign to them that 
believe not, but Nonſenſe to themthat believe. oreover, to be ſpoke 
to with ſtammering lips, and Men of another tongue, was a Curſe 
from God upon Ifae!, as it is now-on the obſtinate Romans this day, 
Ta. 28. 11. - | ite hos 
gr twelfth and laſt Objetion, ſhall be againſt their Do&rine of 
Adultery, or their Clergies ſingle life ; wherein they .condema their 
Sacrament of Marriage as an unholy thing,-and a ſtumbling-block, in 
the way to Heaven. .. God appointed it from the beginning, Chriſk 
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countenanc'd it, and the Apoſtle recommended: it 'as honourable to 
all Men. What then are they, who give the lye both to God and: 
Man, terming it unholy and unclean, whilſt God hath afhirmed the 
contrary, in as direct and plain terms as any man, yea, beyond 
what the Wiſeſt Orator can expreſs ? Rut (ſince this is ſo plaih an 
abſurdity in it ſelf) | ſhall not ſpend Perc and Ink, in proving that 


which no rational man will deny ; only fuffer me at laſt now to 


treat, or rather ſurfeit your Eyes and Ears, with one abominable 
Story, which is this : Hudericzs, Biſhop of Auguſta, in an Epiſtle, 
\Writeth to Pope Nicholas I. that Gregory the Great bound the Cler- 
gy to a ſingle Life ; but on a certain time, a Woman catching ſmall 
fiſhes (which this ſuperſtitious Monk thought only lawfulco be cat- 
en) found 6000 Heads of Infants, which had been therein drown- 
ed ; which Monk Gregory perceiving to be the effect of the Clergzes 
fingle Life, with ſighting and ſorrowing, he revoked the Canon. 
Yea, it is reported by the foreſaid Biſhop, that the Clergy did fo 
burn in Luſt, that they not only kept Company with Married Wo- 
men, and their own Kindred, but with Mankind, and the very 
Beaſts in the Field. Another Story, the Parallel whereof you may 
read in ſeveral Popiſh Hiſtorians, is this : Leander and Triteming re- 
port, that about the year of our Lord 1470, Alanus de Rupe, a 
Dominican, after he had ſeen ſeveral Viſions, contrived his Work 
called Roſarium, out of our Ladies Pſalter, and Preachd it inſtead of 
the Goſpel ; which Pope Sixtzs IV. confirmed, with Bulls and In- 
dulgenc:s: Whereupon a- certain Book was publiſhed, in the
